The shower scene 
would have been totally ruin- 
ed in color, Mario Bava's 
BLACK SUNDAY with lovely 
Barbara Steele (now there 
would be a beautiful movie 
VAMPIRELLA!) is another 
classic black & white fright 
film.

Black & white can some- 
times be more effective in con- 
veying an atmosphere of hor- 
ror than vivid color!
